C H I C A G O , Feb. 3.—The fight be­ 
tween the A. R. U . and the old rail 
road brotherhoods, which anteceded 
the big strike of last summer and be­ 
came more bitter at that time be­ 
cause the old brotherhood men re­ 
fused to join in the strike, has not 
been softened by the hand of time. 
Instead, the feeling between the rival 
bodies has apparently become more 
intense.

per order, which will enable to ren­ 
der the method necessary to be ob­ 
served, in order to study any bran< h 


of literature treated upon in the die 
tionary. 
The book is not paged, but 
measures about four inches in thick­ 
ness, and is remarkablv 
well pre­ 
served, only a slight discoloration 
from age being noticed.

every subject mentioned in the text.
